The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the combination of 
U. S. Patent 5,837,223 and WO 03/013,447 do not teach or fairly suggest liquid lip composition 
or liquid foundation composition comprising silicone polyamide copolymer and a silicone resin 
film forming agent and a coloring agent.
